Drought 


(Long Beach Telegram) 


Literally millions of dollars the generous 
precipitation of rain and snow during the win- 
ter just closed has been and is worth to Cali- 
fornia. All fear of drought during the dry 
season has been dispelled. There will be 
abundance of water for domestic use, for ir- 
rigation, and for industries which depend up- 
on a large supply of water. 

‘Hast thou entered into the treasures of 
the snow?’’ God asked Job. Too few persons 
enter ‘‘into the treasures of the snow.’’ Here 
in California, for example. It is possible to 
forecast with assurance that there will be no 
drought this year because of the fact that the 
high mountain ranges of the state have a deep 
pack of snow. On the summit of the high 
Sierras there is thirteen feet of snow, and it 
is well packed. This is the heaviest snow pack 
at this date in sixteen years. It has been ex- 
ceeded only three times since records began, 
sixty years ago. 

Snow gives a good account of itself in sup- 
plementing the state’s reserve supply of water 
—a better account, sometimes, than rain. Be- 
cause the precipitation in some rainstorms 
flows off to the sea. But snow usually melts 
gradually and sinks down to the subterranean 
reservoirs, where it is held for man’s use.

Encouraging Voters To Vote
